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The debt of the New England States is
$13°02 and a fraction per capita; of the Mid-
glle States, 800 and a fraction; of the West-
ern States, %4 and a fraction; of the Southern

The
New England States owe the largest amount
in proportion to the popnulation, and the
Western States the :mmlruht.

Life in n Frontior Fort,

“Cains” writes from Fort Riley to the.duay
and Nany dovrnali—

“It was an unlooked-for day in the annaly
of the school that witnessed the transformn.
tion of three of the light batteries into
heavy cavalry, aund that saw cennoneers and
drivers turmed into troopers, The men, nc-
customed only to the light sabre, grinned at a
load made up of a Bpencer carbine, tweanby
rounds of ammunition, a large revolver, and

Fremeh Brandy.

Copnae, with ity brandy distillevies and its
24,000 inhabitonta, is reported by the British
Consul at Tonuay-Charonte to be one of the
wealthiost towns in the world in proportion to
its size, The quantity of brandy exported
from Tonnay-Charente in 1368 was 9, 187,816
gallons, nearly the whole of which was ex-
ported to Great Britain, In 1863 the ex-
portation was only 3,988,358 gallons, in 1366
it reached 11,562,210 gallons, and in 1867 the
quantity was ), 770,420 gallons, In recent years
there has been a larger quantity shipped in
bottle instead of in casl, and although the
hrandies exported in 1868 show a slight dimi-
nution eompured with 1867, yet the nnniber
uf CASGH  containing hottled brandy
shipped hus increaced from 558,086 in 1867 to
G2T,000 in 1868, of which 576,089 were sent
to the United Kingdom,.  The least quantity
eontained in o egse is 12 bottles; many have
mote, but, reckoning only 12 in ench case,
the exportation would involve 7,500,000 bot.
tles.  The brandy exported from Chavente in
1868 was valued at 9,488,390 gold. Not-
withstanding the slight diminution in quan-
tity last yenr, there was angmentation in the
valiie,  The vintage of 1808 was severcly
checked by some late frosts, and the excep-
tionully dvy swmmer operated in the same
direction, but when the grape was subjected
to distillation, the alcohol contained in the
juice wis fonnd to be considerably above the
average, and the brandy produced from a
given quantity propovtionally larger. 1t is
therefore believed that the exports will con.
tinue on an extensive scale this year,
